Opposition to the "daylight sav 


ir-E" plan proposed for Madison is 


i steadily developing in the outlying 
country districts. 
• 


While the sponiors for the plan 


po:nt to what they believe would be 
a more satisfactory adjustment of 
their,-"waking hours" the country 
communities sec in it but. little ad- 
vantage for the city, and'of over- 
balancing disadvantage to the far- 
mers, 


"The 
plan 
proposed would, il 


adopted, add a further obstacle to 
farm production 'in Done county," 
said A. W. Hopkins, secretary of the 
Wisconsin Live Stock Breeders' as- 
sociation, in an interview Monday 
morning. "It would remove the 35 
townships of this 
county as far 


away in time from Madison, as' Dane 
county is distant from 'North Platte, 
Nebraska. 


"By adopting the plan the 
city 


would tell the farmer to come 
to 


Madii.on at a time convenient -to 
himself—when the business men of 
his county seat desire to see him. 
While one part of the county would 
have Cer.tral time the other would 
have 'mountain time, and each wou'.d 
be confused as to the time of en- 
gagements, railroad 
activities, etc. 


The plrni embaresses the major part 
of the county, because of a hazy and 
negligible advantage to people of 
the city." 
•. 


"Daylight 
saving proposals are 


not well received by people in 
the 


outlying communities," says B. H. 
Hibbard, rural economist at the Col- 
lege of Agriculture. "They believe 
that it puts their business hours out 
of_ joint. 
Families 
sending their 


children to school in the city may 
be discomfited 
considerably. 
But 


the workers in-the city believe a 
longer evening would be more pleas, 
ant. Some mothers in the city have 
found, however, that it is unnatural 
for the children to go to bed until it 
ia actually 
night time 
and have 


found 
the plan 
poorly suited 
to 


their program. It is a 
choice be- 


tween certain advantages for 
the 


people of the city, as against the 
disadvantages as the farmer sees 
it." 


R. A, Moore, agronomist at
